It requires some- 
thing more than the mere ipse dixit of a court to make 
men live and work together in peace and amity.

Mectinnes meetings will continue throughout the 

Conventions. "¢xt six weeks and much good may 
be accomplished in the aggregate. 

Opportunities like those afforded by the annual con- 
ventions for the interchange of ideas among retailers 
are valuable but can easily be wasted. The time actu- 
ally occupied by the serious work for which the con- 
ventions are called is comparatively short and may 
easily be frittered away. 

Men should remember, when they are gathered to- 
gether for mutual benefit, that mutuality implies recip- 
rocal action; it calls for some contribution of effort 
or energy on the part of all. There is little benefit to 
be derived from a mere perfunctory listening to papers 
and addresses. The hearers must themselves contrib- 
ute to the discussions if the utmost benefit is to be 
derived. 

There are times, of course, when silence is golden, 
but the man who goes on the principle that silence is 
always golden is a selfish sort of individual. There are 
those who say nothing but look wise, simply because 
of a lack of ideas or of the power to express them, and 
such men are always to be pitied in any form of so- 
ciety. 

Silence is selfish if one is possessed of knowledge 
or ideas that would benefit his neighbors and keeps 
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such knowledge to himself. It is selfish, too, in an 
association for mutual benefit to keep one’s thoughts to 
oneself when the utterance of them would benefit oth- 
ers or add to their enlightenment upon the subject un- 
der discussion. 

Instructive debate following every carefully pre- 
pared paper or address, is the ideal sequel and shows 
appreciation of the efforts of the speaker to enlighten 
his audience. Active participation by more members 
of the hardware associations in the debates and pro- 
ceedings of the meetings would render them even more 
interesting than they already are. 








They handle their tariff affairs differently in Canada, 

as recent history shows. The new Canadian tariff was 

presented in the House of Commons on 

ae. November 29 and went into effect, pend- 

Tariff. ing action by Parliament, on the follow- 

ing day. This is in marked contrast to 

the United States method, which prescribes a slow lin- 

gering death for old rates and a Cesarean operation 
for new ones. 

The new tariff of our northern neighbors differs 
from the old mainly in that it provides three sets of 
rates—the general, intermediate, and preferential. The 
general rates correspond nearly to those of the old 
tariff which were applied to the products of countries 
not entitled to the preferential rates or to specified 
reductions secured by treaties, as in the case of France 
and Japan. The intermediate, which are somewhat 
below the general but considerably above the prefer- 
ential rates, have not gone into effect as yet and prob- 
ably will not figure as a factor in the commercial re- 
lations of the Dominion for some time to come. This 
is due to the fact that in the negotiation of commercial 
treaties Canada is to some extent dependent on the 
Imperial Government, and that the application of the 
intermediate rates will be influenced by the most- 
favored-nation obligations of the United Kingdom, 
contracted at a time when the Dominion was not taken 
into consideration. The preferential in favor of Great 
Britain and the British colonies, which in the old tariff 
amounted to one-third of the duties, has been modified 
somewhat and is, on the whole, more favorable to im- 
ports from the Empire. 

While the surtax of one-third of the duties is re- 
tained for imports from Germany there is a disposition 
on both sides to settle the tariff controversy. 

The free list has undergone very few changes as far 
as imports from the United States are concerned, 
which is a somewhat important consideration in view 
of the fact that nearly 50 per cent of our imports into 
Canada during the fiscal year 1906 were admitted free 
of duty. 








In a palatial residence in Chicago on Saturday

Federation. '™ the prolonged struggle between capital 
and labor. In the ideal community there 

would be no such struggle, but we are very far indeed 
from being an ideal community and so the struggle 
is ever present with us and it is impossible to ignore 
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it. At times it may seem that the struggle is one- 
sided—that all the struggling is being done by paid 
agitators or by windy mouthpieces on one side or the 
other. Neither side possesses a monopoly of all the 
virtues and, as was demonstrated at the Chicago meet- 
ing, there is much to be said on both sides. The meet- 
ing was held under the auspices of the National Civic 
Federation, an organization whose laudable purpose it 
is to bring employer and employee closer together and 
to adjust labor difficulties wherever possible. 

In the work of the Federation, Mrs. Palmer of Chi- 
cago has always taken a deep interest, having broad 
sympathies and friendships on both sides, and her 
graceful offer of her stately home as a meeting-place 
when it was proposed to take steps to establish a Chi- 
cago branch of the Federation, met with instantaneous 
acceptance by the representatives of both parties to the 
great controversy. 

The addresses made at the meeting by men like 
Franklin MacVeagh of Chicago and August Belmont 
of New York in behalf of the employers, and by 
labor representatives like W. D. Mahon of Detroit, 
were temperate and well advised. All spoke plainly 
and with no uncertain sound but the usual elements 
of rancor and of recrimination were noticeably absent. 
The hopes and aspirations of the American working 
man were voiced by Mr. Mahon, in what was gener- 
ally accepted as the most interesting, if not the most 
effective speech of the meeting. He denied emphat- 
ically that labor organization involves (a tendency 
towards anarchy—the key-note of his speech being 
found in the remark, “We do not want to destroy the 
homes of the rich. We want to dynamite the hovels.” 

The speeches of the employers present were filled 
with the spirit of conciliation, and it may be that out 
of meetings like this, out of the work of the Civic 
Federation and kindred bodies, there may grow up a 
better feeling between capital and labor, at least a bet- 
ter mutual understanding—and that were a consum- 
mation devoutly to be wished.

T. Henry Asbury of Philadelphia died at his winter 
home, Clearwater Harbor, Florida, Friday, January 11, 
at the age of 68. As president of the Enterprise Mfg. 
Company of Pennsylvania -he was one of the best 
known men in the hardware trade. 

Mr. Asbury was born October 19, 1838, in a suburb 
of Birmingham, England, and came to the United 
States alone at the age of eighteen, landing in Phila- 
delphia with little money but full of energy and ambi- 
tion. His first position was in a machine shop at $5 
per week, and after a few months he was employed 
by Sharp’s Rifle Company. He subsequently aided the 
inventor, Dr. Gallagher, to perfect the Gallagher gun. 





T. Henry Asbury. 

At the outbreak of the war Mr. Asbury became fore- 
man in the works of the late Henry Disston, and later 
entered into business with John G. Baker under the 
firm name of Asbury & Company, general machinists, 
and manufacturers of a screw indicator invented by 
Mr. Asbury. In 1866 Asbury & Company joined with 
Smith, Seltzer & Company, hardware jobbers, and or- 
ganized the Enterprise Mfg. Company, the business of 
which has grown from small beginnings to a mammoth 
size and now employs nearly 1,000 people. 

Mr. Asbury leaves a widow, two sons, Charles W. 
and Harry E., and three daughters, Mrs. C. E. Gad- 
bury, Mrs. A. C. Harner and Mrs. W. H. Rand. His 
son, Chas. W. Asbury, is well known throughout the 
United States as president of the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association. 

In the death of Mr. Asbury the hardware trade has 
lost a bright and shining light, and an extensive circle 
of personal friends will mourn his loss. 

B. L. Pennington. 

Benjamin L. Pennington of Cleveland, Ohio, died 

at his residence, 8936 Euclid avenue, in that city, early 


in the morning of January 15, having passed away 
while asleep. He had been ill for several years with 
heart trouble. ’ 

Mr. Pennington was born in Lancaster county, Pa.. 
March 23, 1837, and the same year his parents moved 
to Ohio. At the outbreak of the war he enlisted and 
served with honor, afterward becoming a ship broker 
and ship owner in Cleveland. In 1883 he purchased 
an interest in the firm of Lockwood, Taylor & Com- 
pany, wholesale hardware dealers on Water street, 
Cleveland, which was afterward incorporated under 
its present title, the Lockwood-Taylor Hardware 
Company. He leaves a son, Charles H. Pennington, 
of Chicago, and a daughter, Miss Lydia Pennington, 
of Cleveland. 


Timothy A. Barrett 
Timothy A. Barrett of Walpole, Massachusetts, died 
at his residence in that town December 30 at the age 
of 65. He was born in Maine, but had been a resi- 
dent of Walpole for upwards of 30 years and was a 
hardware dealer there for many years. He left a 
widow and a large circle of friends. 


Herman H. Quandt. 

Herman H. Quandt of Dunkirk, N. Y., formerly a 
member of the hardware firm of Durrell & Quandt, 
died at his residence in Dunkirk Jan. 5, at the age of 
33, after a lingering illness which forced his retire- 
ment from active business a year or so ago. He was 
born in Dunkirk. 


William C. Perry. 

William C. Perry, assistant manager for George D. 
Wood & Co., Winnipeg, died suddenly in Winnipeg. 
Mr. Perry was an old commercial traveler and well 
known to the hardware trade in all parts of Canada. 


Charlies Carroll Wilder. 

Charles Carroll Wilder, a hardware merchant of 
Kennett Square, Pa., died January 4 from paralysis, 
aged 55 years.

THE IDAHO ASSOCIATION. 


The Idaho Hardware and Implement Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation held its third annual convention at Boise, Idaho, 
last week. 

The convention went on record as opposed to a state 
railway commission by the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

“The Idaho Hardware and Implement Dealers’ As- 
sociation, in convention assembled, after deliberate 
and extended investigation, covering very fully all the 
information concerning the workings and benefits de- 
rived from the efforts of various state railway com- 
missions, believe that the results obtained by such 
railway commissions are not such as meet with the 
hearty support and approval of the producers and 
shippers alike. 

“We believe further, that from reports obtained 
from various states having railway commissions, that 
the results obtained by such commissions were not com- 
mensurate with the immense sums attached to the ex- 
pense of maintaining such commissions, and were 
equally unsatisfactory to producers and shippers. 

“We do find, however, that there are in several 
states associations known as shippers’ asscciations. 
from which exceedingly good results have been ob- 
tained, and we particularly refer to the one now in 
existence in the state of Wisconsin, which comprises 
in its membership, producers, farmers and shippers 
generally. Its efforts have been so eminently success- 
ful that it has virtually superseded the state railway 
commission. As further proof of this, we would re- 
spectfully refer you to the speech of Senator LaFol- 
lette of Wisconsin to the Chamber of Commerce at 
Spokane. 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved, That we, both as an 
organization, as well as individuals, recommend to the 
producers, farmers and shippers in general of this 
state, the formation of a shippers’ association, similar 
to that now in operation in the state of Wisconsin. 

“We believe that a shippers’ association properly 
organized, would do more in the adjustment of any 
differences that might exist as between the producers, 
farmers and shippers generally on the one side, and 
the transportation companies on the other, than a state 
railway commission.” 

DELEGATES TO PORTLAND. 

President Moss and Secretary Cook were appointed 
delegates to attend the meeting at Portland February 
II, at which delegates from the Hardware & Imple- 
ment Dealers’ Associations of the states of Montana, 
Washington, Idaho, Oregon, California, Utah and 
Colorado are expected to be present, with a view to 
forming a federation of their associations. 

All the old officers of the association were re-elected 
as follows:

OPPOSE THE PARCELS POST BILLS. 

The following letter, a copy of which is to be sent 
to Senators Dubois and Heyburn and Representative 
French at Washington was signed by 75 members of 
the association : 

“We, the undersigned members of the Idaho Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association, in convention assembled, 
after due deliberation and much consideration, realiz- 
ing that the effect of the many proposed parcels post 
bills now pending before Congress or about to be pre- 
sented, would be, if they were enacted into law, to 
almost entirely annihilate our business, do most’ earn- 
estly request that you use your influence against any 
bill which may be introduced for the furtherance of the 
parcels post measure.”

Secretary Evenson of the Inland Empire Associa- 
tion, addressed the convention on mutual fire insur- 
ance. The association of which he is secretary has 
this feature. Mr. Evenson explained his plans for the 
organization of a mutual insurance association em- 
bracing the associations of several states that will be 
represented at the meeting at Portland in February. 

A banquet at the Idanha closed the convention. 
Several good addresses were made and an excellent 
menu served. 

The convention was the most successful yet held by 
the Idaho association. The several sessions brought 
out good papers and lively discussions which are ex- 
pected to result in much benefit to the members. The 
delegates and their friends were handsomely enter- 
tained by the Boise members.

Ex-President Richardson of Austin, Texas, has ad- 
dressed a letter to the hardware men of the state, 
urging a large attendance at the meeting. He also 
urges certain desired legislation. The letter is as fol- 
lows: 

It seems strange that any sensible hardware man should 
have to be urged to do a thing that he knows if rightly done 
would be the means of improving his condition as a business 
man, correcting evils that can not be reached by individual 
effort, accomplishing by force of numbers that which singly 
all our efforts have failed to do. Texas has at least a thou- 
sand hardware men who should meet at Dallas next month, 
and, by the wisdom begot of a multiplicity of counsel, take 
such steps and adopt such plans as will forever set at rest 
the question of the usefulness of our organization. So fully 
am I convinced of the necessity of this that after an experi- 
ence of eight years I am more than ever convinced that the 
organization has been of great benefit and could have accom- 
plished much more had it been supported by the full force 
of the trade in the state. 

We have a body of men whom anyone would be proud 
to associate with. Some of the best and brainiest in our 
line are associated in this work. We have long since de- 
monstrated that there is metal in these people to meet any 
emergency. From its inception we have not hesitated to 
tackle questions that might be construed foreign to our call- 
ing, even into the high places among the wise men have we 
ventured, and the results have almost invariably been victori- 
ous for the association. The correction. of evils, the better- 
ment of our condition as a class, the closer relations of kindred 
interests, interchange of business ideas, discussions and set- 
tlements of questions of vital interest demand more frequent 
meetings. 

There never was a better opportunity than now for us 
to associate together for the common good. An unequaled 
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prosperity covers the whole state. Every section is blessed 
with good crops. No drouth, floods, weevils or other great 
plague mars the prosperity of this great Texas of ours. A 
new administration will be inaugurated with the new year. 
Our opportunity to have enacted useful laws is at hand. Let 
every hardware man, every dealer in every line of merchan- 
dise, awaken to the great necessity for pressing his claims. 
We must have a thousand hardware and implement men in 
Dallas on January 22. 

That we need legislation to secure to us the fruits of this 
golden harvest it is needless to repeat. The occupation tax 
will be repealed. The law so amended that the buggy and 
stove peddler will not ride roughshod over the taxpaying 
dealer. The hands of the Railroad Commission must be 
strengthened in order that the freight and express be regu- 
lated. Daily and yearly we are relentlessly robbed by dis- 
criminating charges. They are organized; will you not be? 

I think I am not mistaken in the stuff that these men are 
made of. They come of good old cavalier stock and need 
only to see the light ahead and they will do the rest. Let 
every hardware dealer get to work. Take upon yourself the 
duty to point out the necessity. Bring your recruit with you, 
and we will have such a rousing meeting that the balance of 
the work will be easy. Go at it right now. 

I am trying to make amends and hope to see the largest 
body of business men assembled in Dallas on January 22 that 
ever met in the state.

It is the kind of advertisement that will surely inter- 
est every housekeeper who has had trouble with tin- 
ware. The prominence given to the list of prices is 
commendable, and the advertisement could hardly 
be improved. It probably brought Mr. Snyder good 
results. 
* * * 

Why should almost every other trade in a town ve 
duly advertised in the local papers, while the hard- 
ware man stays out? There is no good reason for it 
and the hardware dealer who begins a systematic and 
carefully considered campaign of publicity will never 
again be satisfied to sit and wait for business fo come 
to him.

The advertising manager of Heath & Milligan, Chi- 
cago, gives good advice to retailers in the following: 

“When advertising an article, always tell what the 
article is; what it is for; why it would be a good in- 
vestment, and also give the price. Study the different 
methods of arranging the type, and place yourself 
in the position of the people you wish to reach. Ask 
yourselves the questions: ‘What would attract my at- 
tention?’ ‘What would induce me to buy this article ?’ 
‘What would be the advantage of going to any par- 
ticular store to get this article?’ When you have an- 
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swered all these questions to your own satisfaction, 


write the answers, and you will have a good ad.”

Many a good advertisement has been written by a 
dealer only to be spo‘led by the printer. There is an 
art in setting advertisements as well as in writing them. 
In a perfect advertisement both arts are combined.

Lax methods in business are always to be deplored 
and particularly in the preparation of advertising copy. 
Advertising costs money and advertising copy should 
be carefully prepared.

In the advertisement which we reproduce in a re- 
duced form from the Atlantic (Iowa) Telegraph, the 
Marquis Mercantile Co. (presumably of that burg, 
though the ad gives no evidence of their location) 
make their firm name sufficiently conspicuous and the 
cut and name of the heater also show up well, but 
we do not altogether approve of the manner in which 
the part of the ad telling of the features of the heater 
is arranged. The lines, “Slack burner” and “Any 
kind of fuel,” running up and down the page, in Chi- 
nese fashion, are in our opinion not so likely to carry 
their message to the eye of the casual reader as if 
they were arranged in the usual way. 

The original advertisement occupied a 7%-inch 
double-column space in the Telegraph, which was a 
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liberal space for the purpose. We would suggest the 
omission of the upright rules and also of the unneces- 
sary rule above the firm name.

HEATING APPARATUS AND DRAFTS. 











BY N. G. NEERE, A. M., M. E. 

It requires no technical education to decide in one’s 
mind that fuel enclosed in heating apparatus will not 
burn satisfactorily without draft, and that there is no 
draft inherent in a stove or furnace. 

But every dealer who has ever sold a stove or fur- 
nace has been annoyed by complaints of customers 
that the stove did not draw or that the draft of the 
furnace was not satisfactory. 

It is hard to convince the average man that the heat- 
ing apparatus for which he has just paid «(or prom- 
ised to pay) in good hard dollars, is not almost human, 
but as a matter of fact stoves have no respiratory 
organs and the fuel they contain will burn satis- 
factorily only when there is a satisfactory draft. 

The man who makes or sells the stove or furnace is 
not responsible for the architecture of the house in 
which it is set up, and therefore can not be held re- 
sponsible for the working of the apparatus. 

Some dealers, even some who have’ been selling 
heating apparatus for years, unfortunately resolve in 
a hurry at times, when they receive complaints about 
a stove, range or furnace which they have sold, that 
the manufacturer is to blame, that he is marketing 
an unsatisfactory article. Their minds are upset, their 
digestion disturbed and their tempers soured thereby. 

If such dealers would reflect for only a moment 
they would recognize the fact that the heating ap- 
paratus itself is not all of the plant required to do 
the work. 

HOW ABOUT THE CHIMNEY? 

A stove or furnace can not operate by itself. A 
chimney is among the necessary accessories, and the 
chimney is needed to create draft. Between the pipe 
collar of the stove and the top of the chimney there 
may be trouble that prevents the heating device itself 
from working satisfactorily, but in every case of 
trouble with a stove or furnace the dealer and the user 
must remember that the pipe and the chimney have 
other necessary functionS to fulfill and if they do 
not work well trouble may ensue. 
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Nothing is more ridiculous than for a man to com- 
plain to the manufacturer of a stove, range or fur- 
nace that it will not “draw,” unless he is absolutely 
satisfied that the pipe and chimney are in proper shape 
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and condition to create draft. Just as a fish cannot 
live on dry land, just as a man cannot live without 
air, so a stove or furnace cannot do its work properly 
without a plentiful supply of oxygen, fed to it in 
the cold air current that accompanies a good draft. 

Manufacturers of heating apparatus in the United 
States nowadays are not turning out stoves and fur- 
naces that will not work, because they are not fools 
or villains. The competition among them is so keen 
and the conditions are such that defective goods are 
invariably condemned before they leave the factory. 

If the chimney to which the stove or furnace is set 
up has been properly constructed and if the pipes 
leading to it are properly adjusted, the stove or fur- 
nace will work and “draw,” to an absolute certainty, 
unless an accident has happened to it in transit from 
the factory. 

THE SCIENCE OF DRAFT. 

The science of draft, like most of the domestic 
sciences, is comparatively a new study, but architects 
and engineers are giving to it more and more atten- 
tion every day. 

Heating and ventilation of buildings, large, and 
small, is gradually becoming an exact science; experi- 
ence is teaching us right along and the faults hith- 
erto ascribed to the stove or to the furnace are now 
properly placed where they belong and are ascribed to 
the CHIMNEY. 
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It would be a good thing for the purchaser if manu- 
facturers and dealers could furnish and guarantee a 
DraFt with every stove and furnace, but they have 
to deal with a condition and not a theory, with hard 
facts and brick walls. 

Draft implies and requires a chimney and no manu- 
facturer of house-heating devices, as yet, has had 
the hardihood to attempt to furnish a chimney with 
his goods. The best he can do is to point out to his 
customer how a good draft may be secured. 

There are certain rules governing the construc- 
tion of chimneys and the creation of drafts that can- 
not be too well known. The axiom is as follows: 
“NO AIR SHOULD PASS THROUGH THE CHIMNEY AT ANY 
POINT THAT HAS NOT FIRST PASSED THE FIRE, UNLESS 
IT IS USED TO CHECK THE DRAFT.” 

Bearing this axiom in mind, it is easy to see how 
the draft may become defective and the heating de- 
vice fail to work satisfactorily by reason of defects 
in the chimney. Such defects are often easily reme- 
died, and many of them are so common that every 
salesman of heating devices should be acquainted with 
their nature and the proper remedy for them. Some 
of these devices are described and prescribed for be-. 
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TO CURE DEFECTIVE DRAFT. 

Case No. 1. When the. base of the chimney con 
tains a large, old-fashioned, open fireplace, it often 
fails to furnish a satisfactory draft. The remedy is to 
fill up the flue with cement to within six inches of 
the pipe hole or to cut off the flue with a sheet iron 
plate, covering the plate with several inches of ce- 
ment, so as to make it air-tight. 

Case No. 2. When the chimney has been con- 
structed with a flue extending downward to the floor 
or into the cellar, the cold air below the pipe-hole 
chills the upper part of the chimney, makes the air 
heavy and hinders the rise of the smoke. . Filling up 
the flue with cement to a point six inches below the 
pipe-hole or cutting the flue off with an air-tight sheet 
iron plate will remedy the trouble and create a draft.

Case No. 3. When the chimney of a kitchen is 
lower than the main part of the house, the wind cir- 
cling over the house falls upon the kitchen chimney 
and beats down the smoke arising therein. In such a 
case the remedy is to increase the height of the chim- 
ney or add a smokestack to its top, at least equal in 
height to that of the main building. 

Case No. 4. When a building or a tree is contigu- 
ous to and higher than the chimney, the wind passing 
over and down from either taller object has the same 
effect as in the last case and hinders a proper draft. 

Case No. 5. When there are several connections 
with one chimney, the problem of draft becomes some- 
what complicated, but the general governing principle 
is that all the openings into the flue, except the one 
in use, should be tightly closed. A close, thoughtful, 
observance of this general rule will usually result in 
a cure of draft trouble. 

Case No. 6. In old chimneys leaks of cold air are 
frequent through the mortar having dropped out from 
between the bricks. In such cases, of course, the rem- 
edy is obvious. An air-tight filling of plaster is im- 
perative. 
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No Draft. \ 


Case No. 7. In building chimneys, mortar some- 
times drops and lodges in such.a manner as to partly 
obstruct the flue, thereby decreasing the draft. In this 
case a heavy weight may be used and let down by a 
rope from the top of the chimney. It will dislodge 
the mortar and provide the draft. 
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POINTERS FOR CHIMNEY BUILDERS. 


It must always be remembered that a new or green 
chimney never creates a perfect draft, several weeks 
being sometimes required to dry the chimney thor- 
oughly, so that it works properly. 

It can always be remembered with advantage also 
that a chimney can hardly be too high. It should be 
higher than any other part of the house and higher 
than any other contiguots object. 

Chimneys should be straight by preference and al- 
ways smooth on the inside. 

It is undesirable to combine the uses of heating and 
ventilation in one chimney. A smoke flue should not 
be used for ventilating purposes. 

Just as a chain is only as strong as its weakest link, 
so the effective area of a chimney is only as great as 
the area at the smallest point. 

Outside chimneys should be built thick enough to 
prevent the chilling of the interior, with its consequent 
diminution of draft. 

_ SMOKE PIPE CONNECTIONS. 

Connecting pipes should fit into the chimney hole 
snugly, so that no cold air may enter, and the pipe 
must not be made smaller to enter the chimney hole. 
If necessary, the hole should be enlarged. 

Various kinds of pipe devices, such as the tooth- 
pick joint, are now manufactured for the purpose of 
remedying defects in drafts. Such smoke-pipe con- 
nections should be familiarly known to every up-to- 
date heating engineer and dealer. 

Armed with facts and information such as are here 
given, no dealer in stoves, ranges or furnaces need 
fear the “come back” of the customer who kicks about 
the “draft” of his purchase. 

It is essential to remember that the trouble is not 
with the heating device, but with the chimney or the 
smoke-pipe connections, and the dealer may cheer him- 
self with the reniembrance that the experience of the 
best heating engineers shows that nine-tenths of all 
complaints that come to them are on account of de- 
fective chimneys.

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HOW TO MAKE BLUE PRINTS. 





“T wish I knew how to make those blue prints,” said 
a carpenter to the writer while going through some 
working drawings together recently. “If you have ten 
minutes to spare you can learn right now,” was the 
reply. The offer was accepted and the lesson took 
just about the time mentioned. That is to say, the 
essentials of blue printing are of so simple a~ nature 
that scarcely any instruction is needed before the 
beginner can go ahead for himself and complete his 
knowledge by the actual doing, the best road to all 
learning. 
The philosophy of the familiar blue print is easily 
comprehended by any person of ordinary intelligence, 
A BLUE-PRINT FRAME ’ 
@ ® 
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says T. B. Kidner in The American Carpenter and 
Builder, and may be briefly stated as follows: 

Certain chemical salts (several, in fact) have the 
property of being acted upon by sunlight in such a 
way as to change their nature somewhat. Broadly 
speaking, this is the basis of all the photographic 
processes, of which we may count blue-printing as 
one. 

If a thin solution of gelatine be impregnated with 
the iron salt, ferro-prussiate of potash, and then ex- 
posed to the action of sunlight, it becomes insoluble 
in water. Blue print paper is ordinary paper, coated 
with a ferro-prussiate solution of gelatine in a dark- 
ened room, and afterwards carefully dried, away from 
all light. Thus prepared the paper is ready for the 
draughtsman’s use, and is placed by him under a draw- 
ing, made in ink on tracing paper or cloth, and exposed 
to sunlight. 

Tracing paper or tracing cloth is transparent, and 
the light goes through the clear parts of the tracing, 
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but cannot penetrate the lines of the drawing. The 
effect of this is that the gelatine coating of the paper 
which is under the clear parts becomes changed so that 
it will not dissolve. The gelatine under the lines has 
not undergone this change, and when, after proper ex- 
posure to sunlight under the tracing the prepared paper 
is placed in water, the coating under the lines washes 
away, leaving the clear paper showing. 

The familiar white lines of our every-day blue prints 
are thus produced, the blue portion being that part of 
the gelatine coating which was changed by the action 
of the light, the lines, etc., being the clear paper. 

Some years ago draughtsmen had to coat their own 
paper with the chemical solutions, but nowadays there 
is no necessity for that, many excellent brands of paper 
being on the market. 

The apparatus for making blue prints is of the sim- 
plest description, all that is necessary being a frame 
with plain glass in which to expose the prepared paper 
under the tracing, and a tray or large dish in which 
to. wash it afterwards. 

The accompanying illustrations show a simple frame 
which can easily be constructed by any woodworker. 
Fig. 1 is a front view and Fig. 2 is a back view. The 
pieces showing across the back are simple springs, 
made of oak, and serve to hold the prepared paper in 
close contact with the tracing. 

Some details of construction are given in Figs. 3 
and 4. The body of the frame is formed of 1%-inch 
by 1%-inch whitewood, halved together at the angles. 
The rabbet for the glass is formed by glueing and 
nailing a thin piece (14-inch) to the face of the body. 
The back is flush clamped, and is cut in half and 
hinged with 14-inch brass butts, a thick piece of felt 
being glued evenly on the inner face. The back is 
hinged to allow of the operator examining the print, 
to judge whether or not it has had sufficient exposure 
to the light in printing. 

The springs for the back are of oak or hickory, 
shaped as shown in Figs. 3 and 4. Common square 
hooks serve to hold them to their work. 

The frame in question is a small one, being only 
12 by 18 inches inside. The glass for this size need 
not be heavier than common “double-thick.” Of 
course, for large frames, plate glass is used, and the 
dimensions of the various parts made stronger in pro- 
portion. 

To prepare a tracing, from which, of course, any 
number of blue prints can be taken, a drawing is first 
made on common cartridge or manila paper. Over 
this a sheet of tracing paper or linen is stretched by 
means of thumb tacks, and the whole of the lines of 
the drawing underneath are carefully inked in with a 
ruling pen and Indian ink. When all the lines are 
inked in and the titles and dimensions also marked, 
the tracing is ready for the frame, in which it is laid 
flat upon the glass. A piece of prepared blue print 
paper is then placed upon it and the felt-covered back 
fastened into place over all. The frame is then placed 
face up in the sun for a certain period, but no exact 
rule can be given for the length of time necessary, sev- 
eral considerations entering into it. For one thing, 
the light varies at different times in the day and also 
in clear and cloudy weather. Again, the paper itself is 
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made in several speeds, fast, medium or slow, and these 
also vary in different brands. 

The best way is to cut up some small pieces and ex- 
periment with several different timings. Sometimes a 
minute or two will suffice; at others an hour or more 
will not be too long. But this is one of the things that 
experience soon teaches one, and therefore need cause 
no apprehension. 

The exposure completed, the paper is removed from 
the frame and placed in clean water, running, if pos- 
sible, although this is not very important. In a second 
or two the white lines will begin to appear and will 
gradually become clearer and clearer. When all the 
lines show up well, the print is taken from the water 
and hung up to dry and the process is ended. Sev- 
eral very good arrangements for holding the prints 
while drying are on the market, but common spring 
clothes pins make capital clips by which to hang the 
prints to a cord stretched across the room. 

Besides the common blue print several other varie- 
ties are used by draughtsmen, but the general idea 
of all is pretty much.the same. Thus we have some 
papers which give white lines on a black ground, and 
vice versa. The most popular, however, is our old 
familiar friend, the common every-day blue print, 
which easily holds the field for simplicity, ease of 
working and clear effects. 
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TO GET A SMOKESTACK STRAIGHT.

Senator William A. Clark, of Montana, is reported 
as follows: “The figures for 1906 will show an in- 
crease in copper production of probably less than 4 
per cent. The average price will probably be in the 
neighborhood of 19% cents. 

“The beginning of the new year has found the 
copper markets nearly bare of the metal beyond 
the ordinary necessary stocks, and there is little 
prospect in the near future of any material decrease 
in the demand. 

“The work of electrifying the steam railroads of 
the country is progressing faster than anticipated, and 
here alone is a new and vastly growing market for 
copper. Substitutes have been found unsatisfactory. 

“It is quite probable that we will not see copper be- 
low a minimum of 21 cents a pound during the year

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE, 

In the retail hardware trade the lull in business 
usual at this time of year has given an opportunity for 
stock-taking and replenishment of stock. The price 
advances taking effect the first of the year do not 
seem to have deterred buying, and the jobbers report 
unusual activity for this time of year. The open win- 
ter in Chicago territory up to a week ago has enabled 
building operations to be carried on to an almost un- 
precedented date, and the demand for builders’ hard- 
ware has been relatively strong. 

The feeling is general in the trade that the busi- 
ness will keep up with good volume during the first 
half of the year at the very least, and probably 
throughout the latter half. Unless there is some ex- 
traneous cause hardware men believe that there willi 
be absolutely no check in their trade and that the year 
1907 will be the largest in their history. 

Recent advances in prices include 25 cents a dozen 
on axes and 15 cents on washboards. Wire broilers 
are held at 70 per cent discount instead of 70 and Io. 
Wire cloth has advanced 25 cents per hundred square 
feet. Practically all lines of mechanics’ tools have 
been advanced 10 per cent and there has been an un- 
expected raise of 10 per cent on tacks.

Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 
“Perhaps the most important feature of the iron market 
at the present writing is the very active interest that is 
ieg displayed in the last half of. the year. For a long 
time consumers have been putting off the evil moment, and 
trying to forget that sooner or later they must buy for the 
last six menths. That they are alive to this fact to-day is 
“iced by the large sales for this delivery that have been 
mace during the past week and by the heavy inquiry. From 
\ direction buyers are coming into market, and in a 
er of instances large consumers have sent their rep- 
tatives to the iron centers to personally investigate. 
invariably return satisfied that the furnaces are rap- 
elfng their output ahead, and that the slight accumu- 
on durnace yards is due to the car shortage and 
she have been shipped out on osders long ago. Another 
thi that adds strength to the situation is the fact that 
Pre’ cally every available furnace in the country is in 
ope “on—every old stack that could be bolstered up and 


pressed into service is doing duty, and to-day the country 
is producing pig iron to its full capacity. Prices, both 
Northern and Southern, are firmer than at any time during 
the past several months. The Ohio furnaces are doing an 
excellent business, and generally speaking have all they can 
take care of for the first half of the year. In the South, 
while there is still some little second quarter iron to be 
had, it is being treasured up and is bringing an advance of 
from two to three dollars over the asking prices for the 
last half. The little spot iron that spasmodically appears 
is disposed of readily at fancy prices. Bessemer and basic 
are being eagerly sought. 

“Another important feature, and a most distressing one, 
is the car shortage. It is scarcely possible to appreciate the 
extent of this catastrophe unless one has an opportunity to 
visit the furnaces in the South. In every part of the coun- 
try iron is being consumed in great quantities, and the 
furnace men are being deluged with telegrams to hurry ship- 
ments. For some time past one of the great connecting 
lines between the North and the South has refused to supply 
its own empties excepting for deliveries to points local on 
that line. During the past week another has followed suit. 
This means that the furnaces must depend in a great 
measure on foreign cars, and it is easy to understand the 
predicament in which they are placed. Orders that are al- 
ready behindhand on delivery are growing steadily worse. 
As an illustration of the strenuous times that the furnace 
people are having, yesterday one of the Birmingham furnaces 
put in a requisition for forty-five cars—it secured three. 
And so it goes. 

“In conclusion we may say that we cannot see any- 
thing but bright prospects. The firmness of prices, the 
great activity, and the enormous consumption all point this 
way. 

“While the coke market is not particularly active, prices 
are very strong.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co, Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

Inquiries and sales of good size and for delivery during an 
extended period are still the features of the iron trade in the 
early weeks of 1907. It is recognized now, by buyers gener- 
ally, that any iron available for the first half will have to be 
manufactured over and above the estimates as they have 
been made by the furnaces, which means that such small 
tonnage will only be available from time to time as spot iron 
at spot prices. 

The week has seen several advances in Northern iron 
and Southern figures are strong and firm. There is more 
uniformity among sellers of both Northern and Southern 
product in regard to figures for the last half of the year, and 
this has resulted in encouraging sales for these deliveries. 

The production of pig iron in December, although a 
month when holidays figured largely in interfering with full 
work, especially im the South, made a higk water mark for 
several months with over 2,270,000 tons. 

The buying movement for the last half which has been 
in evidence for several weeks, took a new lease of life in the 
Pittsburg district recently and a large tonnage was bought 
for last half delivery by the leading consumers thereabouts. 

Litth change is noted in coke markets in various districts. 
Prices continue steady and the demand is quiet. 

“One of the greatest and most trying conditions which 
will have to be met during 1907, a direct wsult of the high 
rate of activity and produetiveness during the year past, is 
the very serious and ever-increasing back of labor to carry 
on our manufacturing operations at the level at which they 
should be run to insure the most satisfactory and economical 
results. This feature is causing those interested much thought 
aud no little anxiety. When it is considered that during the 
last year emigration has been encouraged through ports of 
the South, into which emigrants have never before come, 
and all of this with a view towards easing the conditions = 
they exist in that part of the country particularly, it must 
be seen how. unsatisfactory the labor supply has been up to 
the present.
